MASS OF DEBRIS. 

When the two cars became locked 
in their tangle of broken tim bers 
and iron girders, the top of the rear 
car was gone, but its body was left 
intact. The car ahead, a mass of 
steel and wooden fragments, crashed 
through the open top.

Freidley says the first danger sign 
he observed was a red light between 
the rails. This light, he asserted,

ENGINE BREAKS AWAY. 

When he threw on the emergency 
brake, Friedley said. the engine and 
tender broke away from the train, 
and freed from the drag of the cars, 
seemed to leap forward.

If Assembly Ratifies Prohibi- 
tion Action Ends. 


Anti Forces Predict Defeat by 
Small Majority. 


Efficiency and Economy Com- 
mittee to be Named. 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 12.—Final 

vote on ratification of the proposed 
prohibition amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution by the Assembly 
tomorrow, when the California Leg- 
islature resumes ite session, was ¢x- 
pected here tonight. If the Assem- 
bly yotes for ratification it probably 
will be the last prohibition vote in 
the State, as the Senate officially ap- 
proved the proposed amendment 
Friday. 
. The test vote in the Assembly 
will come on a minority report of 
the Assembly Federal Relations 
Committee, -recommending submis- 
sion of the matter to advisory vote 
of the people at the next general 
election, it was expected. Adop- 
tion of the ratifying resolution by a 
minimum majority of eight votes 
was predicted today by D. M. Gan- 
dier, superintendent of the California 
Anti-Saloon League. Anti-ratifica- 
tion forces predicted defeat of the 
measure by a small margin. As- 
sembly rules limit debate to fifteen 
minuces for each member unless 
consent for further time is given by 
the House. 

Frederick M. Roverts of Los An- 
geles, first negro to be elected to a 
California Legisiature, arrived to- 
day and wil) be sworn as a member 
of the Assembly tomorrow. D. W. 
Miller, Assembiyman-elect from Lin- 
den, is expected tomorrow. Both 
were said to favor ratification. Sev- 
éral Assemblymen opposing and sev- 
eral favoring ratification were re- 
ported fll today. 

NAME COMMITTEES TODAY. 

Appointment of all Senate and As- 
sembly standing committees not al- 
ready named was expected tomor- 
row. Of these, the newly-created 
committees on governmental effi- 
ciency and econoiny were considered 
of first importance, as they were ex- 
pected to pass go propusa's for 
readjustment of State departments 
on @& more economical basis.

STILL RIOTING 
IN ARGENTINA. 


Anarchist Mobs Fire Wool 
Market and Warehouse. 


Troops Pour Into Buenos 
Aires for its Defense. 


Jail Two Hundred Agitators; 
Volunteers Drill. 


(WY ATLANTIC CABLE AND 

BUENOS AIRES, Jan. 12.—Isolat- 
ed instances of shooting In connec- 
tion with the port strike and that by 
the anarchistic federation continued 
in various parts of the city during 
the night and included attacks on 
police stations. Up to midnight, how- 
ever, no important clash cempared 
to those which took place Friday 
night had occurred. 

Shortiy before midnight a vain at- 
tempt was made to capture a police 
station two blocks from the govern- 
ment palace. All government build- 
ings were guarded heavily with 
strong reinforcements camping near 
by. 
The morning papers say the death 
toll is heavier than is admitted by 
the police, but none is endeavoring 
to estimate the casualties. Several 
Socialist leaders piace them as high 
as 1000 and none under 100. 

Gen. Dellepaine has filled the po- 
lice stations, the objects of the heav- 
lest attacks, with Federal troops. 
More of these troops camped in the 
Plaza Congreso, in front of the 
Congressional Palace, to save time 
in bringing them to places where 
trouble has been most frequent. 

BANS LABOR MEETINGS. 

Gen. Dellepaine has prohibited la- 
bor organizations from meeting. The 
Congressional Palace is defended by 
artillery and a contingent of troops 
under direct order of Parliament. 
Censorship throughout the republic, 
including marine cables, is expected 
to become effective tonight. 

Although the tronworkers’ strike 
was settled yesterday and the gen- 
eral strike which had been declared 
by the Regional Federation was 
called off last night, there was only 
a slight decrease in the acts of an- 
archy last night and today. 

The federation, which is known as 
an anarchist organization, issued a 
Statement today disclaiming any 
connection with the lawlessness, 
which it was asserted as due to for- 
eign agitators. 

Throughout last night and today 
there was shooting in various parts 
of the city and cavalry patrols 
clashed with armed greups of men. 
Probably the most serious fichting 
took place at daybreak at the peni- 
tentiary, the city waterworks and 
several police stations. 

The Fifth and Tweifth Cavalry ar- 
rived in Buenos Aires today, as did 
300 marines and a mounted regiment 
of mountain artillery. 

FIRE WOOL MARKET. 

Karly today rioters set fire to the 
Central Market, in which several 
million pounds of River Plata woo! 
were stored. This is the largest wool 
market in the world and had been 
closed since the withdrawal of the 
American wool commission and de- 
cline of buying. This afternoon a 
mob set fire to a large print-paper 
warehouse. 

Gen. Dellepaine, who assumed the 
military dictatorship last Friday, 
said today the settlement of the 
strike had improved the situation, 
but that the troops would continue 
their activities in view of the anar- 
chistic outbreaks led by foreigners. 

Simultaneousiy with this  an- 
nouncement, thousands of civilians 
reported to the police stations to en- 
roll for the common defense. Many 
persons offere@ their automobiles 
and horses, and even their homes, in 
ithe general movement to assist the 
artny in suppressing the disorders. 

In many instances, the residents 
of entire neighborhoods enlisted as 
a whole and were armed at the po- 
lice station, where they remained in 
reserve for possible call to duty. 
Hundreds of students not required 
to attend their classes also are being 
held in readiness for emergency 
and today were being drilled under 
the direction of Rear-Admiral 


AGITATORS JAILED. 

Two hundred agitators have been 
arrested. All have been interned 
aboard warships or in the military 
barracks. They include a well- 
known anarchist who had been rid- 
ing wildly through the city on 
horseback, agitating open rebellion, 

The food situation here was more 
critical today. Meat was unobtain- 
able and vegetables were scarce 
Prices for vegetables were so high 
the poor were unable to purchase 
them. 

The few milkmen who received 
supplies suburban farms 
agreed to pour the milk into the 
gutters, fearing they were likely to 
meet the fate of their comrade, 
who attempted to serve milk in the 
Plaza Hotel Saturday. 

Gen. Dellepaine today accepted 
the offer of an American packing- 
house to supply the army and police 
force with beef. : 

Bome of the street railroads were 
operating with infantrymen 
on the platforms of the oars. 

The y was permeated today bv 
a thick white smoke from burning 
garbage. The garbage for severai 
days had been dumped on the street 
corners and it was considered neces- 
sary by the board of health that it 
be disposed of to prevént possible 
pestilence. 

The newspaper Critican save cas- 
valties resulting from the disorders 
thus far aggregate 143 persons 
killed and 700 wounded. It is ad- 
mitted by the police authorities that 
the figures complied by the police do 
not Include all the casualties. It is 
deciared that in organized attacks, 
such as those on the penitentiary 
and water works, the rioters re- 
moved their dead and wounded. 

Rixty-nine persons were buried 
Friday and Saturday In one ceme- 
tery. A heavy military escort ac- 
companied the trucks which bore 
the coffins, and armed forces stood 
guard during the burials,

BOISE (Idaho) Jan. 12.-——The

to start aerial patrols of the national 
forests early next summer. Boise 
has been selected ag a center for the 
new scheme, from which forests will 
be patrolled for a radius of 260 
miles. Thig announcement was made 


by P. B. Potter of Washington, D. 
C.. acting National Forester, in an 
address before the Idaho Wool 
Growers’ Association convention.
